Kellogg says, are the owners of the 
Corsicana company, are officials of the 
Standard O. Co. Mr. Kellogg further 
developed the fact that John \D. Rocke- 
feller at the time of the dissolution of 
the Standard Ojl Trust, owned 256,854 
shares out of a total of 972,500 shares of 
trust certificates. 
Owned One-Fourth of Trust. 


Mr. Tilford testified that it 
correct that Mr. Rockefeller owned 
256,854 shares out of a total of 
972,600 shares of Standard Oil trust 
certificates in 1892, and that later an 
assignment was made transferring to 
Mr. Rockefeller his proportionate inter- 
est in the stocks of the subsidiary com- 
panies. 

Mr. Tilford said he became identified 
with the Standard Oil Co. of Ohio in 
1878. He was a liquidating trustee and 
one of the trustees under the trust 
agreement he said. Mr. Tilford testified 
that between 1892 and 1899 the trustees 
received the dividends on the un- 
liquidated stocks of the subsidiary com- 
panies and distributed the money to the 
holders of the trust cértificates and the 


was 


The trustees did not vote this sub- 
sidiary stock as they had done before 
the company underwent liquidation. 
Prior to 1892, Mr. Tilford said, the trus- 
tees voted t' stock and elected the 
directors 0’ ie subsidiary com- 
panies. 
Mr. Kellog:; 2 ’ asked Mr. Tilford if 
it was not a fact that the liquidating 
trustees, during the liquidatian period, 
voted the stock of the subsidiary com- 
panies whose stock was still unliqui- 
ated. 

“T am quite sure they did not,” 
plied Mr. Tilford. 

“Then who elected the officers of 
these subsidiary companies?’asked Mr. 
Kellogg. 


Stockholders Elected Office 
“They were elected by individual 


stockholders of those companies,’’ an- 
swered Mr. Tilford. 

Mr. Kellogg todk up the method of 
liquidating a company and showed the 
witness a certificate of assignment made 
out to John D. Rockefeller. 

Tilford, who is treasurer of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., was questioned today by 
Frank B. Kellogg, who is conducting 
the federal suit against the oil combine, 
in an effort to glean further facts and 
figures concerning the development of 
the Standard Oil Trust and its subse- 
quent liquidation into the present Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey. 

Mr. Kellogg said today that the rec- 
ords of the liquidating trustees, which 
had been finally furnished by the Stand- 
ard company, are being examined by 
the Government’s counsel and that it 
might be several days before the infor- 
mation desired can be produced in court. 
He also intimated that further witnesses 
may be subpenaed as a result of the de- 
velopments of the last two days and 
that the hearings will likely be pro- 
longed for some time. 

Mr. Tilford was shown a copy of the 
trust agreement of 1882 showing a list of 
companies that entered into the com- 
bine.

The specialist visited the house about 
6 p. m. and left a quantity of magnesia 
and calomel and a throat gargle. About 
two hours later, after a social chat, the 
physician gave Mr. Bratton a ca se 
niic “injection and then went nag 
Three hours later Mr. Bratton was ts 
Dr. Adams sald to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that the injection he 
had given Mr. Bratton contained one- 
quarter grain of morphine and one-one 
hundred and fiftieth of a grain of atro- 
pine. It was given, he said, to enable 
the patient to sleep. 

“Mr. Bratton told me,” said the doc- 
tor, “that some time ago he had suf- 
fered with neuritis, and that he then 
took morphine in large doses. I knew 
from this that he could stand more than 
the ordinary patient. 

“In preparing the injection, I put in 
one-quarter grain of morphine and one- 
one hundred and fifteenth grain of atro- 
pine, and intended to put in another 
quarter-grain of morphine, but discov- 
ered that I had taken a one-eighth- 
grain tablet the second time instead of 
one of one-quarter-grain. 

Made Proportions Bight. 

“To make the proportions of mor- 
phine and atropine correct, I squirted 
out about one-half of the contents of 
the syringe. This left the injection in 
the proper proportions. 

“I wish you would say for me that 
the injection which I gave to Mr. 
Bratton positively did not cause death. 

After Dr. Adams had left Mr. Brat- 
ton Wednesday night, Mrs. Bratton re- 
mained up with him. He finally went 
to sleep, and almost at once began 
breathing loudly. This made Mre. Brat- 
ton nervous, and she shifted the po- 
sition of his head, but with no effect. 


About midnight—Dpe- Stratton retired 
on a lounge’ near her husband's bed- 


side. Sbé awoke an hour later. She 
said TKursday that she believed she 
was aroused when Mr. Bratton’s loud 
breathing stopped.

They Will Be Stamped 
“Fraudulent” andSent Back 
to Writers. 





A fraud order against the Donnell 
Manufacturing Co. of 612 South Sixth 
street, was received from Washington 
by Postmaster Wyman Thursday. The 


order, issued by Postmaster-Genera! 


Cortelyou, directs the Postmaster to 
withhold all mail addressed to the Don- 


nel Manufacturing Co., stamp it fraud- 
‘ulent, and return it to the sender. The 





order becomes effective immediately. 
An inquiry into the business methods 


of the Donnell concern was started by ' 


Postoffice Inspector Fulton two months 
ago, after numerous complaints regard- 
ing the company's contracts had been 
made. Inspectors Martin and Caine 
were assigned to the case, After a thor- 
ough investigation the Postoffice offi- 
Clais here recon.mended that a fraud 


order be issued against the company te 
deprive it of the use of the mails. 
Assistant Attorney-General Webster, 
for the Postoffice Department, issued 
a temporary restraining order nst 
the compen in August, and cited it to 
appear in ashington and show cause 
why a permanent fraud order should 
not be issued. The temporary order 


Order In Permanent. 

The courts have held that they have 
no power to medify or set aside a per- 
manent fraud order. 

The scheme of the Dennell. Manufac- 
turing Ce., which is held by the Post- 
office Department to be fraudulent, was 
to advertise in newspapers for branch 
office managers at a salary of $150 a 
month and 6 per cent commission on 
sales. The adyertisement stated that 
$1000 as security would be required. 

Persons who came to St. Louis and 
signed contracts under the impression 


that they were to represent the com- 
pany, found later that they had merely 
purchased $1000 worth of chill tonics, 
wash blues, rheumatic lItnaments and 
extracts. Agents who demanded the 
return of their money were at first de- 
nied an audience with John W. Doeon- 
nell, president of the company, and 
finally payment was refused, Suits to 
recover the deposits have been filed by 
several agents.

The aged and blind prisoner told 
Magistrate Moss she had no money with 
which to employ an attorney, as her son 
had taken all of her savings of a life- 
time. Taking pity on her, the Magis- 
trate remanded her to the care of a 
probation officer until Friday. 

The son declares that she confessed 
to him, in the presence of other witness- 
es, that she murdered his father. There 
is some doubt whether this will be suf- 
ficient to hold her for the grand jury.

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BEEF PRICES MOUNTING UPWARD. 

The recent advance in the prices of meats in 
St. Louis carries one important lesson to all who 
are attempting to solve tha problem of the cost 
of living. 

While the retail prices of what are known as 
the choice cuts have been advanced from 2 to 5 
cents per pound, there has been no change at 
all in the prices of less desirable meat. 

There is not enough porterhouse or tenderloin 
in the world for everybody. The family which 
will eat nothing else must pay roundly for the 
privilege. 

It has been estimateu of late that not more 
than 20 per cent of a beef careass can be classi- 
fied under the heading of choice cuts. Probably 
this is an exaggeration. People who reject every- 
thing but porterhouse would throw away 95 per 
cent of the animal. 

Extremely uigh priees for the favored cuts will 
be submitted to with patience so long as 
no attempt is made to apply the increase gen- 
erally, but experfence has shown that, soon or 
late, high prices go all the way down the line. 

The worst of it is, too, that when increased 
prices for provisions are established with any 
plausible excuse, they never come down. Choice 
cuts of beef now cost about twice as much as they 
did 20 years ago, and the tendency is ever up- 
ward.

OR a family of four, at 1211 Walton, the dinner Monday night cost $1.47. 
This family consists of the man, wife and two grown sons. The com- 
ee of the three men is about $150, and $15 of this is spent 
weekly on the table. The Sunday meal usually costs them

“We own our place here,” said the housewife, “but we average never 
less than $30 a month for taxes, improvements, sprinkling t-x and other ex- 
penses incidental to property owning.”” Thus it costs these people $90 for 
house rent and table. 

There are two in the family at 4635 Vernon, and they spend $10 per week on 
their table. Their rent is $20 per month for three rooms. They always pay

Penalties have been established for 
every minute taken in making inspec- 
tions of the machine's inner works, and 
in case of an accident. The rules make 
‘particular mention of the fact that if an 
entrant is arrested for exceeding the 
Speed limit he will be disqualified.

| ter’’ now. Master he is, and mas- 
ter he probably will be for some 
time to come. ,Today he stands with- 
out a peer amehe the lightweights, and 
until some new wonder, still unknown 
to fame, cemes up over the pugilistic 

horizon he will easily hold his place. 
Britt was the last to argue the question 
of superiority with Joe Gans. After be- 
ing beaten to a pulp in five rounds, with 
his face smashed and his body bruised 
and his left arm broken and his mind 
dulled and dazed with punishment, 
James gave up the fight without com- 

ing up for the impending knockout. 

And next to Gans himself Britt was 
unquestionably the best of the present- 
day contenders. Britt had just beaten 
tough Battling Nelson, who fought Gans 
desperately at Goldfield. Memsic, whom 
Gans will soon fight in Los Angeles, 
is properly a welterweight. Of the new 
lightweights Packy MeFarland and 
Tommy Murphy anu Dick Hyland may 
be dangerous to even Gans in time, but 


today they do not class. 
T gauged by the standards of orf- 
dinary life. But as a fighting 
man he ranks among the octogenarians. 
Gans has been fighting 17 years. He is 
only 33 years old, just the age of the 
great Bob Fitzsimmens when he wrested 
the heavyweight champienship from Jim 
Corbett at Carson. Gans is never badly 
punished in his fights. He isn’t given 
to dissipation. He may go on fighting, 
like Fitzsimmens, for another 10 years. 
He may, unless. some Jeffries of the 
lightweights comes along and topples 
him from his high pedestal. 

There are many odd things about 
Gans. When you see the champion in 
any class you make up your mind that 
there is something in his character that 
puts him above the rest. Champions 
don’t arrive at the top by accident. 

If Gans had lived a couple of thou- 
sand years ago he might have been an- 
other Hanniba.l He has the instinct of 
fighting generalship. Without that no 
man was ever a champion, either of the

OE was born in Baltimere in 1874.

At first his athletic 
attempts were limited to playing tag 
with the ether boys, all of whem he 
could outrun with ease. Then he began 
boxing after working hours. Gans’ boss 
became interested. Gans, his boss and 
his boss’ brother each put in ai.70 and 
they bought a set of boxing gloves. 
With these Gans became so skillful that 
at last none of the other boys ceuld 
stand up with him. Another set of 
gloves was obtained, and Gans would 
box against two at a time. In this way 
he became very clever in defending 
himself. 

His first real fight was to a finish 
with a rival in the market. There was 
a side bet of $2 and a collection, all of 
which was to go to the winner. Gans 
won and took home $7.40 for his trouble. 
That gave him a taste for fighting. He 
wasn’t marked in the first battle, and 
$7.40 looked like a lot of money to a boy 
working for wa week. 

His next fight he won in 23 rounds, 
and it brought him $8. After that he 
fought as often as he could and two or 
three times a week took his winnings 
home to his mother. The money wor- 
ried her, for Joe alway said he won it 


was stealing it. But at last he told her 
about the fighting. She made him prom- 
ise to stop, and for a while he didn’t put 
on the gloves. But fighting was his nat- 
ural amusement. He couldn't keep 


away from it. 
A thing of a local reputation. He 
was given a match with the Ken- 
tucky Rosebud, who had just knocked 
out George Dixon in a stage encourger.

She 
exchanged poverty for prosperity and 
from that time on he has always 
looked out for her. 


od , er ID” McFADDEN was the first 
to show Gans how it felt’ to 
be knocked out. McFadden 
was a tougher man and a far better 
boxer than Battling Nelson at his 
best. In telling of the fight Gans 
said: 

“McFadden started rushing, and be- 
fore we had gone many rounds I cer- 
tainly did wish for a rest. He came 
every second of the way, hammering 
all the time. My cleverness was no 
good when I got tired. He gradually 
beat me down until I was helpless, 
and in the twenty-third round he 
knocked me out. I was well whipped 
that time. But I always fight a man 
better in the second fight. I know 
al! about him by that time and I have 
him pretty well studied out, I fought 
McFadden several times, and his 
toughness carried him through, al- 
though I got decisions. It wasn't un- 
til I met him in San Francisco in 
1902 that I finally settled all ques- 
tions between us by polishing him 
off in three rounds.” 

Gans fought and beat Dal Hawkins, 
“Spike” Sullivan, Jimmy Handler and 
others In the same class, and it was 
generally noticed that they never 
amounted to much afterward.

SANCTIONS INQUEST 


New Bylaws Directs Medical Au- 
topsy in Case of Sudden 
Death. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 19.—As a result 


of recent prosecutions against members 
of the Christian Science Church in cases 
where members have died without reg- 
ular physicians having been called, the 
Board of Directors of the Mother 
Church of Boston, inspired directly by 
Mrs. Eddy, has issued a new by-law. 


The by-law is mandatory in character 
and is to be binding on al) adherents of 
the Christian Science Church througb- 
out the world. It is announced in the 
following language: 

“Article xx, section 8 sudden de- 
cease: If a member of the Mother 
Church shall decease suddenly without 
previous injury or illness and the cause 
thereof be unknown, an autopsy shall be 
made by qualified experts.’’ 

Inquiry at the propagandn of the 
Christian Science cult in New Yori City 
brought out that the new by-law shall 
be read by the faithful with “intelli- 
gence."’ 

For instance, -while every devout 
Scientist understands perfectly that in- 
jury and illness, as understvood by the 
world at large, are not injuries or ill- 
ness at all, but “errors,” 3nd that: no 
Scientist ever dies, but rather “passes 
on” and wholly through his insistence 
on™-his own error, yet certain terms are 
in use the Board of Directors of the 
Mother Church at t®@ behest of Mrs. 
Eddy, hopefully emp ’s the terms in 
indicating to its lui that there are 
times when it is perrissible to call in 
the Coroner.

Thinks Governments Should 
Establish More Schools to 
Spread Truth. 





NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Dr. Joseph Sil- 
verman, rabbi of Temple Emanuel, in 
his address at the Day of Atonement 
services yesterday, scored the Pope for 
his recent encyclical against ‘‘modern- 
ism,’ blamed lawyers and doctors for 
their failure to make real progress, and 
decried present. business methods and 
‘the general scheme of civic government. 

“T am going to speak today,” said 
the rabbi, ‘‘of the deplorable lack of 
true knowledge. We do not rise to the 
heights of our intellectual abilities, com- 
paratively speaking, and in the same 
relative comparison we are really more 
ignorant than the ancients used to be. 

“We have not made adequate intellec- 
tual progress. In fact, we are cruelly, 
criminally ignorant in our generation. 
For instance, doctors confess to a lack 
of medical science. They do not seem 
to concentrate effort to bring about the 
real progress. Comparatively speaking, 
the profession is far, far behind what 
it was 2000 years ago. 

Medicine Has Become a Trade. 

“It is not a profession; it is a trade 
that the doctors ply today, It is not 
the practitioner of a profession who 
goes into a household and demands his 

‘fee of $500 or $1000 before he will heal. 
Buch practices ought to be condemned 
from every.pulpit, every rostrum in the 
land. The Government ought to step in 
‘and preveht them. 

“Take the law, too, with its business 
side and frequent prostitution. Censure 
attaches to business men and manufac- 
turers. They frequently inflate the mar- 
kets artificially. But, beyond all that, 
humanity itself is blamable. We do not 
understand the art of living. As a re- 
sult 999 out of every 1000 are sick every 
day of their lives. Health ought te be 
the experience of the great mass of hu- 
manity, whereas disease is. We are 
pitifully ignorant of how we should 
dress and eat and live. We rear our 
children in ignorance, leaving thém to 
the care of others more ignorant than 
@urselves, or do not rear children at all. 

“We are pitifully lacking in knowledge 
of political economy in the governments 
of our states and municipalities. Our 
whole scheme of government is consti- 
tuted not to meet the demands of the 
people but for the good of the political 
organization. Therefore we are govern- 
ed in ignorance and folly and sometimes 
with criminality. 

Need of More Learning. 

“Think of the time’ was in the pur- 
suit of money and pleasure! by so many 
'of our people. Hours upon hours are 
wasted in card playing and in the danc- 

ing hall. 

“We need more light, learning and cul- 
ture. No wonder prejudice, bigotry, pas- 
sion and warfare are rampant. The 
great potentate of the Roman Catholic 
church has issued to his thousands of 
‘Bubjects a decree, declaring that what he 
“Spells by the term Modernism, and what 
Others spell by the term Science and 
‘Philosophy, shall be excluded rigidly 
‘from the churches and schools. | 

““He instructs, practically that the In- 
dex Expurgatorius exclude all showing 
‘for medern things, all reform in 
-theught. It is high time that the gov- 
.ernments of the great religious organi- 
(zations should protest against such a 
a decree; a dictum that would tend te 
“shunt the human race 1000 years back- 
“ward and makes for the upholding of a 
“bifid faith that can never bring hap- 
-pineas to humanity. 

“It is little else than a monstrosity 


- ‘that, in our age, governments should | 


“permit to exist, schools teaching false 
_ Moctrines, I say that it is nothing less 
athan blasphemy to attempt to throttle 
uman speech or to force the human 
d into a set form, and it is high 
‘time for the governments.-to establish 
“More laboratories, more schools, and to 
“spread the knowledge of truth among 
Rhe people. The criminality of the age 
ds due te the gross ignorance of higher 
elasses and lower classes.”
